That when God will execute his fury and difpleaſureupon an 
ungodly King. all the palicie, wir, ar ftrengrh that he can uſe 
or make, cannot free or deliver him from Gods judgements. | 
There is no wiſdome, nor underſtanding, nor counſell which Prov.2 1. 30! 
can prevail againft the Lord, ſaich Solomon, Prov. 21. 30. | 
My intent is firit to infiſt upon this laſt clauſe of the verſe, 
and toproveit further by other places of Scripture. Firſt in 
| Exek. 22. 14. Canthine heart endure, or cen thine hands be ſtrong in Excl, 22.14, 
the dayes that Tſhall deal with thee? I the Lord have ſpoken it, and will 
do it. Here the Lord propounds a queſtion, although it were to 
the greateſt Emperour on the carth, yet he muſt anſwer whe» 
'ther he will or no, that he is no way able to deal with the God 
of heaven, or to incounter with the mightie Jehovah. 
Secondly, and thou prophane and wicked Prince of Irael, 
whoſeday is come when iniquitie ſhall have cnd , —_— Ezck.21.26, 
the Lord of boſts, Remove the Diadem, and take off thy crown: Where 
we may plainly ſee,that the Lord hath Kings at his command, 
and heir is that will exerciſe his wrath, and furic, and indig- 
nation upon them at his pleaſure. Yea if one King had a world 
to oppoſe the God of heaven, yet notwithſtanding if he doth 
bur ſay the word,his Diadem muſt be removed,and the Crown 
from off his head : He it is that ſetterh Kings upon their 
Throuty and at his pleaſure can lay their honour and glory- 
inthe duſt. |

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vex of God? Docs he love and countenance the Idolaters of a 
| Kingdome? Fourthly, is he himſelf an IdoJater, and foby con- 
ſequence a wicked and ungodly Prince; yet let the Saints of 
God be couragious, and of a nobleſpirit,let theni lift up their 
heads with joy, cven in the worlt times. is 
Why ſo? Becauſe the Saints have a King whoſe pwn Ng 
ſtrength, and wiſdomeis able to confound all the Kings and 
Princes of the world : if once the King of Saints doth is be« 
ginto let his fury take hold upon a wicked and ungodfy King, 
alrhough he were the greateſt Emperour in the world, the furic 
of the Lord would a. him tremble ; the wrath of the Lord 
is like a river of brimſtone. | 
Proy, 19.12, Thewrathof a King is but like the roaring of a Lyon; it can 
but take hold of the bodic,and not that without Gods permilſ- 
fon. Oh but the wrath of the Lord exrends further, it can lay 
Lake12+3- holdof the ſoul : Fear not them therefore that can kill the body, but 
fear him that us able to deſtroy both body and ſoul, and caſt them both in- 
20 bell : ſaith our blefled Saviour. Lhave ſaid ye are pods, but ye 
ſpall die  men,ſaith the Lord. TheLord honours Princes here 
oncarth, to fit as gods to jadge the people righteouſly in this 
world like the children of the moſt high. But when like Saul 
they refuſe the commandments of the Lord,the God of heaven 
will make them know then that he can maſter them , that he 
can rule them in their greateſt ſtrength. Amng ſt the gods who us * 
like unto thee O Lord: all the Nations which thou haſt made ſhall wor« 
ſpip thee, ſaith the Prophet David, Pſal.36.8,9. A wicked Prince 
is ſofarrefrom freeing or delivering himſelf from the judge- 
ments of the Lord. that he is able to deliver and to give up a 
King into the hands of his Enemies; as we may fee, Det. 2. 24. 
where the Lord himlelf ſaith, 7 Je up, take your Journey , and 
paſſe over the river Arnon : Behold, T bave given into thy hand, Sibon 
the Amorite King of Heſbbon, ind bis land. 
2 Sam, 18.14. It was not the policie of that craftic Achitophel, or the 
of Abſolom that could prevail againſt David, whom 
= God hadeſtabliſhed'on his throne. Why fo ? becauſe the Lord 
2am 15-3: was againſt them, and therefore theit wit and policie brought 
them both ro untimely ends and deſtraRtion. & aut may go and 
 conlult with the witch of Endor how he may be delivered 
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from the judgements of the 4/mightie which was threatged by » Same1 7.23, 
the Prophet againſt him ; but alas, he does bur inſnare himfeff = 

in the net of Gods wrath and furiethe more. For if awicked * £98: 21-23. 
King ſhould walk ſoftly with Ahab, or offer facrifice xs did 

Cain, or as King Saw/ did, who forced himfelf, faith the text, Gen. 2+ 

to offer burnt offerings unto the Lord; for fear more then for 

love : yet notwithſtanding all this is to no parpoſe,or whatſo- 

ever may be uſed by the power of man, Angels or devils, no 

poweris able to withſtand the Lord. When he will execute his 

judgements upon an ungodly King,or a wicked Princezneither 

is it in the power ofa Princes, or a Queen, although,like Fez- 

bel, fhe ſhould uſe all her wit and th that 'poſlible ſhe ; xcing.21.27, 
could make, topull down the true worſhip of God, and fet up 
idolatry : when the Lord ſets himſelf againſt ſuch a Queen, he 
has all his creatures ra command to execute his will upon her, 
yea the very dogs it may be ſhall deyoure her; God has all his 
creatures at command, as we may fee in the execution of his 
wrath upon Pharach and his hoſt whom he drowned in the 
Red ſea. 

Kings ſometimes puts great conhdence and truſtin men of 
learning, ſuch as are the Judges of a Kingdome, or the Pricfts 
and Prelates in a kingdome; but alas, theſe can do nothin 
againſt the Lord, heit is that can turnthe counſel] of the wiſc 
into fooliſhnefſe. If a wicked King fhould gather all the wiſelt 
and the moſt learned men of his kingdome ,. and ask counſel 
of them, as Abab King of Iſrael didywhen he called together ets

17. where he ſaith, be not 
afraid, neither be diſmaid becauſeof the great mulrirnde, for 
the barre111s nor yours but the Lords; you ſhall not need to 
fight inthis battel], but ſtand ſtill and ſce the ſalvation of the 
Lord. If welive in a kingdome, in a City, where there be it 
may be an hundred of the enemies of the Goſpel , to one of 


' them which will fight forthe cauſe of Chriſt againſt the __ 


of Antichriſt; let us not be diſmaid at the greatneffſe of their 
number, or of their perſons ; forif we can but wait with pati- 
enceupon the Lord, he will ſhew us his ſalvation. 

Be patient all ye that are champions of Jeſus Chriſt , who 
ventures your lives, and limbs, and all your eſtates that you 
have,for the cauſe of God; although to our knowledge we had 
bur. one faithfull Prophet living amonglit us, as it was in the 
1 K3ng. 19.9. where the Prophet confelleth that the enemies 
of God had ſlain all the whe >" » and none but LevenI am 
left alive, and they ſeek my life to take it, ſaith Elijah. Yet not- 
withſtanding in that weak condition which the Church- of 
God was in, the God of heaven, the mightie Jchovyak at this 
time of need, he comforts the Prophet, and cals him to ſtand 
upon the mount before the Lord, and comforts the heart of 
this good Prophet, as doth appear ar large in that Chapter, 
andin the 18. verſe he tels him although the Prophet Aid not

If we wait upon God 
he it is that can and will deliver us in his good time: I waited

And now 
ſay they, we call the proud happie,yeca that work wickedneſlc 
are ſct up, yea that tempt are delivered. Oh bur they 
that truly {Jaws the Lord ſpake often one to another, and the 
Lord hearkened and heard it,and a book of remembrance was 
written before him for them that feared the Lord , and

that follow me. Sec here how this King was incenſed ol .the 
King of Ifrac},and how full of wrath and malice hewas: andif 
he could have executed what he intended,withourt all queſtion 
he would utterly have deſtroyed the King and all bis people. 
But alas,xhe Lord knew his heart all this while, and prevent- 
ed him of kis purpoſe , as wemay ſecin the firſt of Kings, the 
20.and the 29. where the children of Iſrael flew ſeven hun- 
dred thouſand men, and put many of them to flight ; yea the 
King himſelfe was forced to flic.

Take notice here how the Lord' fruſtra= 
ted theſe kings of their evill intents and purpoſes ;they were.

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ſo cruell, and ſo malitionſly minded, that they would utter; 
have deſtroied the people of God without any remorſe or pi m4 
but the Lord crofſes them in their iments and purpoſes, in ſo 
much chat they muſt needs kill and deſtroy one another | 


Secondly, Exod. 14. behold how the Lord croſles king Phe- 
men, 


ra0þ, and all his hoſt; Pharaob had ſuch a great: Army 
and ſuch ſtore of ammunition, and ſuch multitudes of horſes 
and chariots, that he made no queſtion of the ſubduing of the 
png Ifraclites: wherefore he parſuesafter them with all the 
peed he could co deſtroy thew. Bat alaspoore Pheraobythough 
a great king, why ſo, the Lord will 
him of his purpoſe, and that in the midit of all his pomp and 
th, as we may ſee, Exod. 14. ver. 28. where he and all: his 
heſt, his horſemen and his chariots; were drowned in the Red 
ſea, and noeſn.mmch aceme of them left alive. | 
Thirdly, 1 Kg. 20. Benhadad King of Syria, comes with no 
Jefle then 32. kings, and horſes and chariots to befiege Sama- 
ria; andthe makes his brags that God was God of the hils,but 
not of the yalleys. And verſe 16. Benhadad and his 32. kings: 
were making themſelves drunk in the pavilions, and they ne- 
ver made any queſtion of yidory over the Iſraclites, bit paſt 
away their time in drinking of themſelyes drunk, as Cavies 
and Rebels doin theſe dayes, and themſelves ſure of a City or 
a kingdome for their prey: Bur if we look a little further into 
this Chapter, we fhall ſee how the Lord did crofle them in 
their intents and purpoſes. If we look into ver. 29. weſball fnd 
that the Iſraclites killed' no lefle then one hundred thouſand 
of the Afſyrians, and alſo put the King toflight: See how the 
Lord brought down their pride,inſomuch that they were con- 
ſtrained to come with rops about their necks for mercy to the. 
King of Iſrael. Benh and his 32. kings were brought to a 
lowe ebbe at thattime. Such-works as theſemay be wrought 
in ourtimes( for any thing we know Yupon the ungodly and 
wicked Enemies ofthe Church and of God : Cad is the 
ſame God ftill that ever he was; ifwe can butwait awhile, we 
fhall ſurely ſcerhe downfall, and the raincy.and deftruRton of 
all ſach as cxa}trhemlielves againit the Lord, that labour to

Thirdly, the third/rcaſon is taken from Gods wiſdemgand 
his mercy to . his people.

ſand which remained was too many 3 wherefore the Lord 
brought the ſouldiers of Gideon, ro be bur three hundred-in 
number : and. by three hundred men,would the Lord deliver 
the great hoſt of Midianites into the hands of Iſracl,as we may 
ſce in- Fudg7.verſ.16. where Gideon. by Gods dire&tion , made 
uſe of dead creatures the ſound whereof was the deſtru&ion of 
all the Midianizes. Gideon put into every mans hand a Trimi- 
pits with emptie pitchers, and lamps ;within the pitchers, and 
e ſaid look on me,and doe likewiſc, and behold when come 
into the mid(t of the campezit ſhallbe that as I doezſoſhall you 
doe, vyhenT bloyvethe "Trumpets, andallthat are vvith me, 
then blow yec the Trumpets alſo;on fide of all the camp; 
and ſay the ſword of the Lord and of Gideon. And Gidem: 
came againſt ther, but with three handred men, when 
had newly ſet the watch, ſaith the Text,and they blew the 
trumpets,and brake the pitchers that werein their hands; yea

Upon this pretence He went forth, and at his return in the 
Evening Heundertook towait on me(having an ether in his 
company) tomy new taken chamber : bart I ſuf} noplot 
or treachery in Him was led into a Dulhouſe or am. As 
ſoon as I had entred thechamber Robinfon and the other ſtep 
ſuddenly out, and the doore was lockt, and bolted upon me, 
and Iwas thereleft aloneincloſed to be treated as a manutter- 
ly mad, and raving.

Seeing my ſelf efly thus 
loſt toall the wor but ſuch as had contviced my deſtrution, 
I betook my ſelf to God, and ſubmitted my ſelftso be removed 
from roome to roome, and to be ordered in my diet, and other * 
things as they pleaſed, and for nine moneths ſpace the mite- 
ries of my martyrdome was exceeding fharp, and exquiſite.

divers moneths removed not till I had afted all thoſe parts 
over, as they thought fit, Some things I did as a Playftrer;ſome 
as a Bricklayer, ſome az another Artiſt or Tradeſman, doi 
all things in all Arts whatſoever : ſometimes I was conftrain 
to declare my Religion, ſometimes my affeQion ro that Coun* 
trey, and Icould enjoy no quiet at all till I did obey inall. 

fthly, theſe charms moſt-ſpecizlly inforvced me either to 
diſcover the ſerrers of my Proteſlion, and that ability and 
knowledge which was requifite to the finifhing of ty Works:

Seventhly, whereas I was inforced to cat my own dung,and

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downwards,l yet overcame all theſe things,and came off whh 
life which (Ithink) none could have done, thatwasnot mira« 
culouſly preſerved, as well as diabolically tortured. 

Nine wofull Moneths of Martyrdome were now run out,and 
yet the faculties of my memory andincelle& were not wholly 
broken, though much weakned; and now Robinſon and Palmer 
who during my impriſonment had conſpired with Sir Robers 
 Homywodto imitate my Works, and uſurp them as their own, 

ſaw their skill failed, and their hopes fruſtrated therein. 1401i. 
or thereabouts had been disburſed by them in new aflaycs, 
and in trials to perfe&t ſome Works begun by me, and operate 
without me,bur all would not do: and therefore twas thought 
fit that Iſhould be again inlarged, and incouraged to accom» 
pliſk thoſe things, which they could not. Some things there» 
foreupon my releaſe I did by to expedition, and ſome En- 
pines of my own which were of 100 guilders in their hands, I 
did make ſerviceable, and ſold for a thouſand guilders to an 
underſtanding Engineer, one Captain Flood, but I would not 
be induced to affift Robinſon the Traytor in any of his Works, 
orſuch as belonged to his confederates. Being at liberty alſo I 
travell'd about in the Countrey to obſerve what imirations of 
my Werks had been made, and 1tound thor in divers places 
they had attempred, but not the ſame, yet at 
add! ſome other places by my Inventions , and the advantage 
of ſomeof my Models taken our of my Trunks (as aforeſaid) 
they had brought ſome Works ro a good perfetion, even toa 
double improvement of whatthey had been before.

and is too ſutable ro the predfiſe of reprobetes, whole pr if

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to take things in the evill part, whereas love by which af 
the Saints ſhould indge,indges the beft of things, till ſuchrtime ir 
caneſpic any cauſe ſo to doe. And for the lifting up of my 
ſefero be ſure if I ſo doe, Geds word itis,that he will olack the 
mighty from his ſeat,and then you may bee ſure, that accor- 
ding to his word my fall will be far greater then my exaltation 
can poſsibly be,and theretore ir were beſt for all ſuchas ſo con- 
ceive,to commit the indgement ts the Lord, and themſelves 
indge vething before the time nor ſpeake no wore preſunsptuonſly - 
let not arrog ancie come out of your month, for the Lord is 4 God of 
kunledge, and by him enterpriſes are eftabliſhed.

they cannot ſec, bur are ſo much theblinder becauſe hey ſay 
they ſee: and hence came it to paſſe , rhat I for mentioni 

Plato and CAriftotle . and ſuch like, was demanded how! 
came by the knowlede of that, if not by Hunane Learning ? 
with contempt caſt upon it,as if that which I had fromrhem 
being Humane Learned Men, was of it ſelfe fufticienttovs 
verthrow the matter, which I had there delivered. 

I anſwered then as I do fil}, it was none other but as Pasl 
mentioned to the Athenians their own Poets and yet for all 
that he was as great an enemy to Humane Learning as I, and 
greater too. And itisto be minded, as I have before decls- 
red, that I donot oppoſe the knowledge of Humane things; 
nor yet denie but that we may beacquainted with their ſay- 
ings, asthe Apoſtle himſelf, and ovr Saviour was, yea, and 
that ſometimes wee make uſe of them too, as occafionre- 
uires, aSThave-done here, though ſparing'y , and but ſel- 
lome, and when itis, that it be of great uſe, as it wasat 
thoſe threetimes that Pax/did uſe them, and no more , that 
I remember inall rh: Scriptire. Now this you ſee the Spi» 
rit teacheth, and therefore it cannot properly be called Hu- 
mane-Learring, eſpecially in my ſence that 1. have to dee 
withall , which is to oppoſe that which is maintained to 
make men fitting to open the minde of God in his Word, 
which is by the learning of tongues and arts, as of necellity,. 
whereas this is uſed bur by the by, and not to finde outthe

And thus alſo th: whole book 1s a proper /efſon or 
our ſelves,and Counties.

And they ſaid 
unto megT he remnant that are left of the Captivitie there 1n the 
provinces, are un great affliftion, and reproach : the wall of leruſa- 
lem alſo ts broken downe, and the gates therof are burnt with fire, 
Hereupon his eare affeeth his heart, and the fadnefſlc of his heart 
doth breake out into his ſorrowtfull face : he weareth in hus ſad 
countenance the mownrning liverie of his ſlaughtered Comnrrie, and 
that ſo legibly, that heatheniſh Artaxerxes could not chooſe but 
reade it there. veets $56 the King ſaid unto me, Why 15 thy coun- 
tenance ſad, ſeeing tho art not ſick, This is nothing elſe but ſor- 
row of heart, The time would faile me to ſpeake of mournfull 
Jeremiah , Who wiſhed that his head were waters, and, his eyes 
fountaines of teares, that hte might weep day and night for the 
ſlaine of the daughter of his people, And afterward hee poured out 
his ſorrow into a whole rreats/e of Lamentations, Which is but 
48 a cilterne from. that fountain. Alſo of beloved Daniel, who 
though he were Vice-roy to the then greatcſt of Emperors, yct 
did {till ſeek the welfare of his Weſterne —_ b —_ 
narie prayer and ſupplication, with faſting, and ſackcloth , 
aſhes, ahrt he abi it. And NE time he doth hazzard 
his life to pray thrice a day toward his Countric. Though hc on” 
| no 
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not get home into thoſe parts, yet he is ever and anon opening his 
window, or caſement, to looke as farre Weſtward as he can, and 
to fend his prayers (as that Romane did his booke ) Weſtward : 
tor 10 lay [erwſalem from Chaldea, as our Countric doth now 
trom London. Burt of theſe things wee may ſpeake more in the 
cloſure of this whole diſcourſe. So much at preſent for d:- 
monſtration. 

Thus politition, thus doubly fortified, duth firſt fend out a re= U/e 1. 
bake. to all ſuch as are wanting 1n tender compaſſions to their af- Reproofe to 
fied brethren. Theſe are the dayes in which the whole king- 1eſterne, 
dome of England, but eſpecially the Weſterne parts thereof, are Lvke 19, 3 + 
in the ſame condition With that poore traveler in the Goſpel; 
A certaine man. went downe from Iernſalem to Ierichs, and {ell 
among theeves, which ſtripped him of his raywent, and wonndcd 
him, leaving him halfe dead. All the cruelty mentioned in this 
verſe, hath befallen our native Weſt, namely, ſtripping of ray- 
ment, wounding aceply, and halfe killing ; onely thole following 
words which doe favour of fome mercy, cannot be applyed unto 
us; the theewes are not yet departed, they have not left our Conn- 
try, though it be more then halfe dead. But now, to follow the 
parable, how many unmercifull Prieſts, Levers, and others, are 
there to be found, both at home and abroad, which when they 
have looked upon us, doe paſſe-by on the other fide ? yea and (ome 
diſtrefſed perſons have rryed it, that )there is more compaſſion to 
be found from ſome Samaritans ( ſtrangers and non-profeflors ) 
| then from many of thoſe, 

Beleeve it, brethren, thoſe heatbentsſh ſnnes Which Sf, Pant Rom 1.37, 
calleth want of natwrall affefton, and unmercifulneſſe ; and thoſe £55793; @ve- 
worſt of times, in Which ( our Saviour faith ) rhe love of man ABN WAS. 
ſhall waxe cold, are fallen upon our preſent generation : Yea fo it Mat.,24, It» 
1s, that by how-much the more the objects of pity and com- 
paſſion are 5»creaſed and doe abound , by fo-much the /eſſe is 
pity exercifed, by ſo-much the more doth it decreaſe. 

But becauſe generalsties doe neither convince the minde, nor 
Picrce the heart, I ſhall therefore endeavour to divide this re- 
proefe, and levell it more particularly at ſeverall ſorts of offen-

gence with the enemic , Moreover, the Nobles of Tudah ſent 
many letters unto Tobiah, ( or multiplied letters paſſing to 7s- 
biah ) and the letters of Tobiah came mnuto thens. Secondly, 
intercedmg, or ſpeaking a goo4 wordtor the enemie : Alſo they 
reported hjs good deeds before me , and uttered my words ( ot 
matters ) to hins ; and [ſobiah ſent letters to put me un feare, Oh 
theſe entangling names and relatioas of ſon-in-law, and father-in- 
law, of brother-in-law,and daughter-in-law |! It was ſon Tob;ah, 
and Father Shechaniah; Son [oþ41nar, and Father Meſpullans: So 
that ſcarce a Malignant in all Tobiahs party, but: had ſome one 
or other to ſpeak for him unto Nehemiah. Remember there- 
fore that this Civill ſelfe allo hath been a great ejecting ſin.

Every of theſe hath cauſed the dwellings of many Nations and 
Perſons to caſt them out.

Firſt, un the Luſts of thefleth : Thus, that one foule a of wnclcan- 
xeſſe, committed and dctended by the Gibeathites, did almoſt 
utterly root out the tribe of Benjamin. And the effeminacie of 
one Sardanapal, and adultery of one Pars, did put an end to 
the famous eAſſprian Monarchy, and to the Trojan kingdome. 
Next,in the Lults of the eyes : Thus, the facrilegious Coveton/nes 
of one Achan did endanger the whole campe of 1/7ael ; and the 
niggardlinetſe of the belicged Cittzens of Confantinople lolt 
that Eaſterne City and Empire to that barbarous Turkiſh Sultan. Ch 
Laſtly,is che Pride of life : Thus ( finally ) King Amaxziab, by his |," , = Tg 
pride, loſt both Ter»ſalem, and himſelfe, and all the treaſures of en, 

the Lords houſe, and of his owne : And arrogant Sexacheriþ, by 
his proud blaſphemie, loſt one hundred eighty five thouſand of his 
men in one night.

Abimeleth, and he cruelly with them : And thus there came our 
a fire from each other, whuch devoured chem both; for,in conclu- Ry 
ſion, the Ciry was beaten downe, and ſowed with ſalt ; the Cate *< ae : 2462 
or Tower burnt with fire, and a thouſand in it meu and women;and *' i72 53: 
afterward, The brains of Abimelech himſelfe were beaten ont 
vith 4 militone, from rhe hands of a woman, Thus A bimelech =- 
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his military Idol,the Idol of honour; and they their towniſh Idol, 
the Idol of priviledges. All this, to ſhew us the miſchicfes of 
Emulations, and ſinfall jealouſies. Nay,let me adde this ane ward 
more: I have ſome-where obſerved, that even the Emmlations of 


' the wives of eminent and active perſons, have proved pernicions 


to the pnblike ; eſpecially in the criticall, and craſie times of refor. 
mation. Thus, in the Raigne of Kings Edward the {txth, che wa- 
maniſh Emulation, berwixt the Qweene Dowazer, wite to the 
lord Admirall; and the Darcheſſe of Somerſet, wite to the lord 
Procetor his brother ( they falling out about we and prece. 
dencie) did occaſion, and caufe the ruine of both their lords and 
husbands : firſt che Admirall loſt his head, and then the Duke, 
to the unſpeakable detriment of the common Proteſtant cauſe 
then in Enzl2nd. Beware therefore of party-makings in Armics, 
im Commitrrics, in Counties, for the carrying on of private inter- 
«lts and defignes. 

Thus I have hitherto endeavoured Theologically, by way of 
Lueries, to dire and help you, and my (ele, in ſearching out 
our owne fins, and the fins of the Countrie, for which wee doe 
mourne this day. | 

There is another way that may help us in this worke, Which 
I may call Geographicall, that is, by travelling mentally over, and 
thorough thoſe ſeverall Shires, and Counties, and the principall 
parts, and places of them : there obſerving and ſurveying what 
things and places have had or given the greateſt occaſions of ji 
and provocation. You know, Brethren , that every one of the 
hive Weferne Countics have their efpeciall fruits and commo- 
dities, which they ſend forth unto other parts : as, the Tinne of 
Cornpwall ; the Clothing of Devon ; the Lead, Coale, and Cattle 
of Somerſet ; the flocks of Dorſet ; and the Corne of Wilts, are 
knowen, and famous. 

So, ſeverall Counties have their fpeciall ſins, and occaſions of 
finning, that are Epidemicall amongſt them,and jar to them ; 
as the Cretrans had their ſpeciall vices. And thus the ſins of the 
Mines, and the ſins of the Afoores, are very conſiderable, and 
did run through diverſe Counties 'in the Wet. Alas! thoſe povre 
Creatures that labonred in the pits of Tinne, Lead, and Cole; | 
how were thcir ſouls made more black, and rude with Ignorance 


and prophanenctle, then their bodies, with ſoot and oare? And 
| yet 
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yet who did pirse their condition? How few did looke after their 
/alvarien ? And therefore now you ſee, thoſe pirs and places have 
been mines of men, and ({tore-houſcs of fucll, bullets, fire, and 
ſouldicrs, for the black and prophane cauſe of the enemie : All 
this is matter of Lamentation. 

Or if you will have it more particularly, let the exiled Danmo-

4 ( the people of Devon and Cornwall ) cry out, and monrne D cp 


for the contentious /aw-/mits of Corrwall,and for that cruell good- 
lacke , (I thinke thzy call it ) in which there was ſomuch cruclcy 
exerciſed upon poor (hip-wrackt itrangers ; ſuch as our /e/yes are 
now become, in a ſtrange City. But chicfly let us weep blood 
(if it were poſſible ) for the wazle of blindneſſe,errour, and excx- 
cation, that liethat preſent upon multitudes in that Countrie. 

Next, let us, the exiled Belge of Somerſer, fit downe, and 
mourne particularly for the ſins of the Barh, and of the Bi/hop- 
ricke of that County. Firſt I fay of the Bath, for there the Lul 
of choſe ſtrangers that bathed, did often times owtr-bojle ( with 
fire of Luſt ) the ſcalding waters of the Bath: And the Aire had 
in it a greater {cum of oaths, then was that other {cum which was 
found upon the waters. Oh the blaſphemies, and wncleanneſſes, 
of thought, word, and ation, that were committed againſt God 
and man, in that placeat every ſpring and fall! A Patient could 
hardly go thither for a care of his Boay, but he came off with ſome 
diſeaſe or wlcer in his Soul and conſcience. Let us mourn therfore 
for the ſins of the Bath, and weep we alſo for the ſins of that Bi- 
ſropricke above many others ; for,1 doc not onely 1mpure rhe ro- 

demoliſhing of ZLe&#ares in that Countie to that prelent maar 

of ſin, which is ſaid to have given God thanks, that he had, now 
never a Leure left in his Dioceſe 3 bur even to that £b;re it 
ſelfe doe I eſpecially imputeall chofe Wakes, Revells, May-poles 
&c. that ſo much abounded in thoſe parts.

Thus have I ſhor mine arrowes every-way, 
(much ar an adventure, I confeſſe) that by all meanes I mighthir 
ſome. Theſe are Geographical hints and hclps to ſearch after our 
ejeing ſinnes. And ſo much concerning ſuch dircRions for hu- 
miliation, as are taken from the Effett of fin. 

Secondly, Wce may bedireRted in our ſin-fearching, by obſer. 
ving the Proportions betWixt our ſonnes and puniſhments. Puniſh- 
ment is the fruit and iflae of ſinne : and they are ſometime fo 
well alike, that yon may know the mother by the daughter ; wee 
may {ce written upon the Rod, both by whom, and for what it is 
appointed. Now this Proportion *twixt finnes and puniſhments is 
manifold:Therc is ſometimes a Proportion of Kind betwixt them ; 
the wages are paid in the very fame merall that the worke is made 
of. This Adenibezek, thongh an Heathen, could diſcerne, when 
hee ſaid, Threeſtore and ten Kings , baving their thumbs and 
their oreat toes cut off, gathered their meat under my table : us I 
have . $89 ſo God bath requited mee ; for the Iſraclites had cut off 
both his thumbs and his great toes. Loe, there was a double 
proportion betwixt his finne and puniſhinent : Firit, of K;nd ; 
Cutting for Cutting ; according to that other Scripture, AU hey 
that take the ſword ſhall periſh with the ſword : And next, of 
Parts; Thumb for Thumb, and Toe for Toe. Thusalſo King Da- 
vids ſinnes were puniſhed with the fame Kind, though in higher 
degrees ; his Adwltery with Bathſheba, by the Inceſt of Amon ; 
his Murther of Uriah, with the Fratricide of Abſalom.

ced the moſt adverſe Anti-weſterne ſpirit to confelk, that there 
was much of the feare of God in thoſe places. But all this I ſhall 
paſſe, and would adde but one onely conſideration ; and that is, :

So much concerning the Parallel to Jobs holincs.Bur 
Secondly, Tob was rich and happy, both in his cluldren and 
goods; Of children, And there were borne unto hins [even ſons, 
and thr:e danghters. His ſubſtance alſa was ſeven thouſand ſpcep, 
and three thouſand cam'ls, and five bundred yoke of oxeu, aud 
five banded ſhre-aſſes, and a very great byuſbold ; ſo that thu 
man was the greateſt of ail the men of the Eaſt. And ſurcly the 
Welt for populouſneſle, might well have borrowed that ald title 
of the North ; as it was called [officina hominum ] the ſhop of 
men: It was the populous No of the kingdome, whoſe ſtreets 
and fields were /owne with the ſeed of man, und the ſeed of beaſts; 
as hath appeared roo well ſince the begunning of theſe warres. 
And as for riches, thoſe parts were juſtly called the #eft Indies of 
great Britaine, This is the [| Unde] che height and happineſſe, 
wheace both lob and our Countrie are caſt downe : that 1s, the 
privative part of their calamitie.

bals xre wont to handle their Priſoxeys : It is ſaid of them, that 
when they take a priſoner, they doe feed upon ham alive, and by 
degrees; for they cut off one piece of fleſh from his arme.( ſup- 
poſe ) or thigh, or other brawny part ro day, which they doe 
roaſt, and carc before his eyes, ſearing up the wounded place with 
2 fire-brand, to ftanch the blood ; perhaps anon, or ro morrow, 
they cut off another meal» from him : thus mpg He poor 
wretch up and .downe with them dying dayly , whilſt he {eerh 
himfclfe eaten up by degrees; to the unucterable aggravation of 
his horronr and torment. So dealt Satan and his inftrumencs with 
Toh : They did not devoure himat owce,but did bitc, and cate hun 


m/e. by parts and picces, — be

the whole, he is made miſerable a# over; in ſoule, body, and 
goods, This method of cruelty is well like unto that which the 
Prophet 17icah doth charge upon the Tyrants in his time : Heare, M cab 3,r,25 
[pray you, O heads of Jacob, who hare the good, and love the 3. 
evell, who plucke off the shinne from off them, and their fleſh from 
off their bones. Who alſo eate the fleſh of my people, and flay the 
thin fromoff them, and they break: their bones, and chop them in 
preces, as for the pot, and as fleſh within the cauldron. Marke the 
accurate mcthod of thoſe Tyrants : Firſt,they did nor onely plucke- 
oft rhe flecce, but flayed off the 5kin, of their ſheep which they 
ſhould have t-d : #/ho pluck off their chin from off them. This 
w be compared to the undoing of 7eb in his ettare by rapine, 
and plander. When chey had thus skinned them, then, Secondly, 
they tall upon their fl-s, and doe feed upon chat ; and their fie 
from off their bones. As the fleece and skin of the puor flock did 
ſerve to c{oath them, fo their fleſh and bloud are made meate and 
arinke to feed them. This doth anſwer to the (miting of ob with 
fores and ulcers in his body. Laſtly, there being nothing now let* 
buc the bare bones, yet thoſe worſe then Ravens have not done 
with him, but will terch ſomething more out of thoſe ; and ch.re- 
tore *tis added,they breake their bones, and chop then in pieces, as 
for the pot x That is, they doe firlt heat and beat them, to fetch our 
the marrow; and when they have gotten as much as will run our, 
at laſt they chop and bojile them againe, to force out the utmoſt 
| drops of fatneſſe an4 moiſture, And this laſt a&t of cruelty may 
run parallel with Satans affli&ting of the ſole of Tob by falic ac- 
culagons, and ſpirituall calunnjes. So much in generall.

wilderneſſ. The Sabeans were ( as moſt conclude ) a people in- 
habiting Arabia-felix, neare the Country where Fob dwelt ; fa- 
'mous for nothing bur thete and robberies : They were, in two 
words, his plundering neighbours. The Caldeans were a people 
inhabiting Callra ; and are deſcribed by che Prophet Habak- 


' kuk,, to be a bitter and haſty nation, terrible and dreadfull ; their 


horſes are ſwifter then the Leopards, and are more fierce then the 
evexins wolves : Theſe lived farther off from ob ; and were, in 
rwo words, more #nmercifull trangers. As for the fire of God 
from heaven, and the great wind trom the wildernefk,Satans de- 
ſigne in uſing thoſe, was, to ſhake the foundations of Fobs confi- 
dence in his God , and to pcrſwade him that the Lord hamſclfe 
was now become his Enemy, and did puniſh him as an hypocrite 
in his wrath : As if Satan ſhould have ſaid, Now 706, thou ſcelt 
clearly that theſe evils doe not come out of the duſt, but immedjat- 
ly from God; they are nor tryals, but judgements : thou iceſt 
the very Judgement of Sodons is come upon thee, (for the Judge- 
ment of Sodoys was not ſo long before his time, nor fo farre from 
this place, bur that Satan might now urge it, even 4 fire from 
the Lordiout of heaven ; nay, and this fire is fallen upon thy ſheep 
too, thy chiefe beaſts for ſacrifice; ro ſhew, that thy very oblati- 

 onsare abominable : and therefore, Curſe God, and dye ; or, at 
left, let goe thine integrity, and acknowledge thy fſelte to bee a 
wretched diſkmbler. For thus theſe hints were afterwards taken 
up by obs Wife, and his three Friends. So much concerning 
the /nfiruments. 

2. It wee conſider the Objetts of this cruelty, upon which it 
was exerciſed, wee find them to be many ; yea, all the /#>ftarce

Alas, poor Welt ! im this thing alſo canit thou compare too 
well: Have not the armies of thine encmics taken their ſuccel1ve 
turnes at thee? When a well-affeted Towne or Pariſh had firit 
becn plowed by their owne Malignant Gentry and neighbours, 
(as by the Sabears ) with heaviefines and amercements ; tm 
come other forces, that were raiſed in Counties farther oft, and 
they doe harrow them by weekly taxcs, and free-quarter : when 
theſe are called away, then, thirdly, the French, Irith, and other 
Forciners , a people of a ſtrange Language, (like the Caldears ) 
are ſent upon them ; and theſe by their crucll plundrings doe, as 
it were, breake the clods by parties and degrees,as thoſe Caldeans 
made out three bands : The fir/# drives away the husband-mans 
cattle, which he may redeeme againe for a ſumme of money : that 
isno ſooner done, but a ſecond band cometh, and driveth chem 
2gaine, requiring another ranſome ; which the poor owner hath 
no ſooner made up by borrowing, pawning, and begging, bur 
anon cometh the third band, and they doe finally ſweep away all 
this thrice purchaſed ſtock and ſtuffe, there being no more abt- 
lity fe to buy them 22ine a fourth time. And theſe ſeverall 
bands of the enemie, arc like thoſe three ſwords of Hazel, F__, 

: an 
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and Eliſha, of which *tis faid, And it ſhall come to paſſe, that him _ 
that eſcapeth the ſword of Hazael (a ſtranger ) ſhall Iehn ſlay : 1 King 19, 
and him that eſcapeth the ſword of Tehu ( thuar king ) ſhall Eli bo 
( their Propher ) ſlay. Thus the firſt parallels doc run too evenly, 
which I called ( the undoing of Job in his temporals , by rapine 
and plundring.) I ſhall be ſhorter in the ewo following gcneralls. 
Remember all this was bur the fl-ecing of 7ob, but the plundring 
of his eftate; and ken for skin, (as Satan truly urged ) all thar a 
»an hath will he geve for his life ; that is, temporall attiitions arc 
lighter then corporal. Let ns thercfore conſider 
Secondly, the Smiting of 1ob in his body with ſores and ulcers, 2.7 he /mite 
the {tripping him of all Naterafl comforts, which was called the 3»g of Iob 
plucking and eating the fl-/ from the bones ; not onely his chi/- i» hs body. 
dren ( which were fleſh of his fleſh ) even ſeven ſons and three 
daughters, were ſmitten dead in one place at a blow amidſt their 
tealting, and his wife is turned againft him ; but his owne boay, 
Skin and fleth, are lamentably affiited and mangled. Satan ir 4 
raineth a ſecond commiltion ; by which he hath power to lay any 
torment upon him on this {ide death, and he follows it to the 
purpoſe : So went Satan forth from the preſence of the Lord. The Tob z. 7. 
rime is not long,you ſee, betwixt his commiſſion, and the execu- 
tion thereof ; and /more Tob, that is, both ſuddainly and vehement- 
ly with ſore boyles, from the ſole of his foot unto his crowne. 
Note there, ( in the kind ) they were boyles ; Intenſvely, they 
were ſore (or the worſt fort of tormenting ) boy/es ; and ex- 
tenſively, they were from the ſole of his foor unto his crowne ; 
that is, he was all over-run with the worſt kind of boyles : It is 
added, And he took him a potſheard to ſcrape himſelfe withall, Verſe8, 
and he [ate downe among the afpes. Thereare ( faith one ) divers aj;, Cary! ad 
ageravations of his afiQtion in that verſe ; as firſt, if wee conſider /cc. 
the Chirergion ; he could get, it ſeems,none to drefle him ; nor 
wife, nor ſervants, nor friends would meddle with him, but 
himlelfe is faine to be his owne Chirurgjon : he rook [ hems. | Se- 
condly, obſerve the zoole, or dreſſing inſtrument which he doth 
uſe, it was a ſheard, ( as wee call it ) cither becauſe he was loath 
to touch his loathſome flcſh wirh his hand, or becauſe his boyles 
did ſoover-ſpread his hands to the very nailes, that it was a paine 
to him to touch himſelfe : he rooke a [ porfheard.] Thirdly, the mr |

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The Welt 1s now generally become a kind of Tarkey (to 
ſpeak vulgarly.) to all that are Chrittians indeed ; the Poyes that

but their perſons are there taken captives, and fer at ranſome. 
The 1n-land places, are like the maine of Zarbarze ; for the poor 
Country-men, Yeomanadry, and Artiicers, arc taken priſoners 
from their fields and ſhops,at the pleaſure of the nefarious and 
neceſſitous {ouldiers, and are driven by them as their Captives 
to the next garriſon ; W hence they are /o/d ox againe at ſuch 
prices and ranſoms, as their Patrons are plcaled to ſer upon them: 
Others, at the Tyrants pucalure, are prejſed for their ſervice ; and 
of theſe, ſome are againe ranſomed at the will of the petty Oth- 
ccrs ; others, not able to buy their lives, are forced. along ro the 
a{lwult or barraile, being coxp/-d, and bound tozerher with cords 
or match,like dogs for the gamezor rather like oxex for the plough, 
or (which'is worſe, but more Proper) like ſeep for the (laughter ; 
if chey doe attempt an eſcape from this death, and are taken, they 
are ſure of another at the next tree by hanging ; their cords being 
removed from their armcs to their necks : If they goe forward 
to the battaile or aſkult, they are forced o» upon the Cannon, 
Bke the Turkiſh Afap!, in the "Game che horſmen like their lani- 
-farics following them cloſely in the reare, with drawne ſwords, 
and piſtols cock't, to prick them forward, or to ſhoot them tho- 
row ; {o that all the libertic that is now left them, is onely to 
choole from which party, and in which par: they will receive 
their death ; whether from the a1verſe party in their breafts, or 
from their owne fide in their backs : Meane while the poor crea-

had wrought upon them) the Scene1s changed, and we might alfo 
change our note, as David doth afterward in that ſame Song, 
How are the mighty fallen, and the weapons of warre peri/hed ? 
That Jirgin Army (as it was well called) had never its naked- 
eſſe uncovered, in any other Ficld or County , bur onely in the 
molt Welterne Corzewali. This 1s the ſecond Caſe. Burt thirdly, 
once more, in caſe of accepting and (tor a time) enjoying the help 
obtained and procured ,. yet the Welt hath been the more un- 
happy : My mcaning, in plaine Engliſh, is this ; When ſome Ar- 
mies, Brigades, and Parties have been ſent down for our reliefe 
and reſtauration, they have rather proved (by accident, and in e- 
vent) an occaſion of our Countries greater mzſcries and bondage ; 
for, upon their coming into thoſe parts with help, and promuſcs 
of continuance, the wel-aftcRcd- have the more treely engaged 
themſelves ; that is, ſome men that had before walked to prudent- 
ly (yet honeſtly ) that the Enemy had no great advantaze upon 
them, did acrvely diſcover themſelves : others, that had laine lud 
in woods and pits, or were fled to the next Gariſons, came torch, 
and brought out with them all cheir creaſure and proviſion, which 
they had hidden from the Ardianires ; and all theſe ( you may 
{uppoſe) doe now take the Covenant, doe draw in their friends 
to their Party , and, in a word, doe 5wharque both their perſons

Let us now play 
the Carthaginians in hope, and to purpole ; Ler us not ſpare the 
reliquzs of our eſtates, trealures, perfons ; our houles, gold and 
ſilver, haire, heads and all, to redeeme all our temporall, naturall, 
ſpirituall goods againc. As tor the rſ#25, let them be wholly left 
to the good pleaſure of our God ; perchance it may pleaſe hun to 
- make good unto us, Weſtern Exiles, that pronuſe by Zephaniah, 
namely, To leave in the midſt of the Walt an affiicted and poore 
Beph. 3. 12, people, and they ſhall truſt 13 the Nam? of the Lord. Surely, fuch 
a mercy as this would be great, and precious to broken hearts : 
Or, perhaps (which ſcemeth ſharper) hee hath in his fecret pur- 
pole juſtly decreed, that unworthy wee, of this preſent genera- 
tion, ſhall not returne to conquer or ſec agame our native Coun- 
try ; though, perchance, our children after us may obtaine that 
favour : But, though it be thus, yer let us labour ro conguer our 
ſelves, and our own inordinate defires ; (tis as great a mercy to 
want drought,as to have drinke ;) let us prepare to ſee the plcaled 
face of Chriſt atlaſt : And for preſent, ſtrive we ro attain to hearts 
like that of David, who, when hee was flying from his Zeruſa- 

lem, from his Kingdome, yea, from Ordinances and all, yet could 
2$an.15.15, ſay unto,Zadok, Carry back the Arke of God into the City: ff 
a6. . T ſhall find favour in the eyes of the Lord, hee will bring mee a- 
gaine,and ſhew me both it and his habitation : But if hee ſay thus, 
1 have no delight in thee ; behold, here am I, let him doe to mee 
; #6 it ſeemeth good wnto him. Such a depth of ſelfe-ſubmiſſion 
as this, is the higheſt ſtep of ſelfe-advancement. However, fo long 
a5 our remaining inch of Candle ſhall be burning, ( whatſoever 
place may be our Candleſtick) let us mightily, unceſntly, eſpe- 

cially, pray, ſtudy, at, FOR THE WEST, FOk
